H-P Plant Nears 
Worker Status 


Hewlett-Packard will soon 
become a physical operating 
part of Andover’s industrial 
family, probably ahead of 
schedule. 

Company officials said this 
week that construction on the 
building in the West Andover in- 
dustrial park is moving along 
fine and a little ahead of 
schedule. 

The tentative plans now in- 
dicate that first personnel may 
be in the building before the 
November target date es- 
tablished by the medical elec- 
tronics firm last year when 
they obtained the building per- 
mit. 

Thus a four year process of 
development of the first 
building in the considered 
prime industrial area will reach 
fruition. 

Burt Dole, general manager 
for the new Andover facility, 
said Tuesday that the general 
contractor is expected to com- 
plete work in the next few 
weeks, to be followed by elec- 
trical work. 

When the announcement of 
the award for the construction 
contract was made a year ago 
June, it was anticipated that 
the completion date would be 
early fall, with employees mov- 
ing in sometime around 
November. 

Davidson Construction Co. of 
Manchester, N.H. was the low 
bidder on the project with an 
estimated cost at the time of 
$7,250,000. 

Dale said this week that the 
phasing in of employees at the 
new West Andover plant is go- 
ing to be done differently than 
originally planned. 

There will not be a general 
move to the new facility, but a 
gradual phasing in of the 
workers and the production 
schedule there. 

Initially there will be about 100 
people now working in leased 
facilities in Wilmington moving 
to the Andover plant, Dole said. 

Many of the employees are 
from the Andover or Greater 
Lawrence area who will be 
moving from the Wilmington 
facility. 

There are other area 
residents working at the 
Waltham plant who will be 
moved to the Andover location 
gradually over a period of time. 
Current plans call for 
employment buildup to 400-450 
people in the new facility over 
the next year or more. 

The new plant can hold up to 
800 employees who will be

Spring Grove Cemetery 


Municipal government, as a service agency, has 
delicate problems to handle from time to time, but 
probably none so sensitive as dealing with cemetery 
fees. 

But Andover is currently facing the reality that 
the fees charged at the town’s Spring Grove 
Cemetery are low and badly in need of adjustment. 

The matter will be discussed in the near future 
with the town manager, cemetery trustees, finance 
committee and selectmen. 

While the fee schedule at Spring Grove has been 
low in comparison to other such service provided by 
privately operated cemeteries, the matter was 
brought to the attention of the town’s administra- 
tion through Finance Committee scrutiny of overall 
town fee schedules during recent months. 

Steven Bamford, superintendent of Spring Grove 
Cemetery, notes that there has been no adjustment 
in fees since 1965. 

Current schedules include $40 for a grave opening, 
compared to $150-$175 elsewhere. Costs per grave 
are $75 at Spring Grove, while substantially higher 
at other cemeteries. 

There are provisions for non-residents who can 
purchase lots for an additional $100 per grave, but 
this matter is also under study, with regard to use 
of a town, tax-supported facility, by other than local 
residents. 

Since the fees were established in 1965, salaries 
and general costs of cemetery maintenance have 
risen. 

Public Works Director Robert E. McQuade said 
this week that the fee structure is under study and a 
new schedule will be established after discussion by 
the FinCom, manager and selectmen. 

McQuade said that there would not be a full jump 
in fees immediately, but probably a phased increase 
to be realistic. 

Meanwhile, Bamford and his crew are keeping 
Spring Grove in excellent and beautiful condition. 

A new section of the cemetery has recently been 
completed and planned. 

In the development of the new area, the town 
program of fall leaf pickup and mulch production 
has resulted in some savings. 

Loaming of the new three-acre area was done 
through the mulching process which takes place 
from the leaf deposit at the former gravel pit site 
off Woburn Street. 

It is estimated that the town was able to save in 
the vicinity of $6,000 by using the loam from this ef- 
fort, DPW Director McQuade said.

The selectmen are in receipt 


of a consultant’s report on the - 


reorganization of the ad- 
ministrative level of town 
government, and have decided 
only to implement a suggestion 
to hire a central purchasing 
agent. 

The report by Harbridge 
House, Inc. of Boston suggests 
the town should have three 
deputy town managers with 
specific spheres of responsibili- 
ty. The study was com- 
missioned by the selectmen last 
December. 

Recommendations were sub- 
mitted to the selectmen in April 
and the report made public 
within the past month. 

In making the report public 
on June 25, the selectmen 
stated they did not feel the hir- 
ing of a third administrator at 
this time is in the best interests 
of the town. 

Harbridge House was retain- 
ed last December at a cost of 
$10,000 to assist in developing 
recommendations for im- 
proving the execution of the 
town's business functions. 

During the four months of the 
study the consultants provided 
‘third party intervention 
between the selectmen and 
manager to: 

“Enhance communication 
and clarify understandings 
about their respective roles and 
responsibilities in the execution 
of the town’s business func- 
tions. 

“Identify differences and 
help find a common ground for 
agreement on how to

Agreed to in the study was 
that the primary objectives 
would be improved flow of 
management information 
within and between various 
major elements of town govern- 
ment, analytic and information 
processing capacities within 
the top echelons of government 
and less reliance on manual 
processing of data. 


Also, better fiscal and’ 


statistical forecasts and projec- 
tions, initiation of productivity 
and cost effectiveness analyses. 

Another objective of the 
study was to be implementation 
of recommendations upgrading 
business functions such as cost 
effective purchasing through 
centralized procurement, ex- 
panded and centralized com- 
puter processing for both the 
town and school departments. 

Closer supervision and coor- 
dination of town officers, 
employees boards and com- 
mittees, was also an objective. 

An underlining agreement 
reached between the selectmen 
and the manager, the report 
states, was that there would be 
as few new staff positions as 
possible added to the town 
payroll, to cushion the impact 
of any reorganization. 

It was agreed, the report in- 
dicates, that one new staff per- 
son would be required, with 
specific technical skills in the 
area of computer technology, 
“municipal budgeting, systems 
analysis and management in-

The administrative structure for the present is to be contained within the present immediate office of 
town manager, according to the Harbridge House recommendations. 

The present manager would function as deputy for public services and within the same salary struc- 
ture. The present assistant town manager would serve as deputy for community planning and develop- 
ment. The new deputy for administration and finance would function as personnel director and purchas- 


formation procedures, along 
with knowledge of municipal 
laws, regulations, etc., as they 
relate to muncipal procurement 
and collective bargaining. 

The recommendations 
provided by the consultants 
were obtained following 
research and consultation with 
the manager, assistant 
manager, selectmen, other 
town department heads and 
members of the Andover Com- 
muter Advisory committee, a 
study group appointed a few 
years ago. 

Basic recommendations _in- 
clude the reorganizing of the 
present office of town manager 
to a substructure of three 
deputies. 

(An accompanying chart in- 
dicates the recommended ad- 
ministrative makeup for the 
town. ) 

The present manager is 
recommended to take over the 
deputy manager in charge of 
public services post, until it 
becomes feasible and necessary 
to hire a full time professional 
for this position. The present 
manager is to receive no ad- 
ditional compensation for ac- 
ting as deputy. 

The present assistant 
manager is suggested as the 
deputy in charge of community 
planning and development. 

The third position was 
recommended for administra- 
tion and finance with the person 
to have a strong background in 
financial analysis. 

Other recommendations _in- 
clude:

Proximity from farm to table 
is the reason, for the seoner the 
corn is into the cooking *pot, the 
better the flavor! 

The sugar content of corn has 
much to do with its flavor and 
quality, as the sugar will turn to 
starch rapidly at normal 
temperatures. So if corn isn’t to 
be cooked immediately, 
refrigerate the unhusked ears 
promptly. Covering with a damp 
cloth should help keep the 
kernels moist. 

When purchasing sweet corn, 
fresh green husks should indicate 
good quality, but plump fresh 
looking kernels are an even more 
reliable clue. The stem ends 
should not look overly dried, but 
the silk ends are already 
somewhat dried when corn is 
harvested. 

The best way to cook fresh corn 
is as quickly as possible! Drop 
the husked ears into rapidly boil- 
ing water; cover and bring water 
quickly back to a boil. Cook 5 
minutes or less, to taste. 

Corn can also be cooked over 
the grill in the husk or foil; 
sprinkle kernels first with a little 
water and turn often to cook 
evenly - - about 15 minutes, 
depending on distance from heat. 

The season for native sweet 
corn should continue well into 
September. The 1975 production 
in Massachusetts was 664,000 
pounds; based on 2 ears per 
pound, the total was more than 
1.3 million ears. Growers have 
planted about 7,900 across this 
year,-about 4 per cent less than 
1975 + - but that should still 
produce a rather sizable local 
corn harvest!

Best buys in fresh vegetables 

are Boston and romaine lettuce, 
chicory, escarole, cucumbers, 
cabbage, corn, peppers, 
tomatoes, yellow and zucchini 
squash. 
In fruit, best buys are peaches, 
plums, nectarines bananas, 
cherries, grapes, cantaloupes 
and watermelons. 

At meat and poultry counters, 
best buys are whole chickens, 
fowl, turkeys, beef chuck blade 
steaks, shoulder steaks, shell 
sirloin steaks, chuck eye roasts, 
round tip roasts, top and bottom 
round roasts. In fish, best buys 
are fresh pollock fillets and cod 
steaks.

Suspect Apprehended

WASHINGTON — A 35-year- 
old hairdresser, who had 
threatened to kill Queen 
Elizabeth, was quietly ap- 
prehended near the Canadian 
border on July 6. The story has 
been kept out of the newspapers. 

The Secret Service suspected 
the man, a stocky, angry Ken- 
tuckian, might be a terrorist. 
Agents knew he was _ hostile 
toward the British monarch and 
had threatened to kill her. So 
two weeks before the Queen’s re- 
cent Bicentennial visit, informa- 
tion about the man was fed into 
a master enforcement com- 
munications «ystem. The Secret 
Service warned that the man 
might be armed and dangerous. 

This was enough to alert a 
customs officer at Champlain, 
N.Y. He spotted the man and de- 
tained him. A search, however, 
produced no weapons. The man 
was So agitated over his deten- 
tion that he threw a fit. He was 
hospitalized, under local police 


Its agents operate in total 
secrecy. They may turn up any- 
where in the world to make an 
arrest. The United States joined 
Interpol in 1938. The U.S. branch 
was moved from the Justice to 
the Treasury Department in 
1950. Now we have learned that 
Attorney General Edward Levi 
has demanded it back. 

Levi secretly began hiring a 
staff last November to take over 
Interpol’s operations in this coun- 
try. The U.S. Interpol Chief, Louis 
Sims, will be replaced by 
Andrew Tartaglino. 

We know Tartaglino. He’s a 
brillant but unorthodox in- 
vestigator, who once suggested 
that a lawman accused of a 
crime commit suicide. The of- 
ficer shot himself to death after 
pleading his innocence in a 
suicide note. 

Meanwhile, Congress is_in- 
vestigating Interpol. There are 
charges that Interpol has abused 
its powers. But Interpol, as a 
semi-private organization, has 
held back information. We have 
learned, however, that Rep. Ed- 
ward Beard, D.-R.1., intends to 
end Interpol’s secrecy. He will in- 
troduce legislation to force Inter- 
pol to open its records. 

Vote Switch: Sen. Robert 
Griffin, R.-Mich., the Repub- 
licans’ second-in-command in 
the Senate, is in a tight spot. 
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Griffin is a staunch President 
Ford supporter. Yet he may 
soon be forced to vote to over- 
ride the President’s veto of a $4 
billion public works bill. 

Ironically, Griffin originally 
voted against the legislation, 
which includes funds to create 
new jobs. In fact, Griffin backed 
the President's opposition to the 
bill on the Senate floor and in 
the backrooms. 

But, meanwhile, in Michigan, 
the hard-pressed city of Detroit 
has laid off 925 policemen 
because of a lack of public 
funds. The public works bill, 
vetoed by Ford, would provide 
money to Detroit, enabling the 
city to rehire its policemen. 

Senator Griffin is now in a po- 
liticaf bind. He must displease 
either his constituents or his 
President. Privately, Griffin has 
already asked Ford to approve 
the legislation. 

But the President ignored his 
friend’s advice and vetoed the 
bill anyway. Now, inside sources 
tell us, Griffin will return the 
favor by voting to override the 
President’s veto. 

Harassing the Taxpayers: 
Congressional! crackdown on In- 
ternal Revenue collection pro- 
cedures should result in less 
harassment for the average tax- 
payer. 

Both houses of Congress are 
investigating the maligned col- 
lection process. But Rep. James 
Jones, D.-Okla., has uncovered 
startling statistical evidence 
that IRS agents are working 
under a stringent quota system.

$10,000 Worth Of 
Useless 
Recommendations 


After careful examination of the Harbinger House 
report on recommended improvements in the ad- 
ministrative functions of Andover’s municipal govern- 
ment, we find it to be $10,000 worth of useless diatribe. 

The effort was probably instituted by the selectmen to 
put municipal government on an equal footing with the 
business operations as carried out in private industry. 

Despite efforts in recent years to move in that direc- 
tion by some members of the board who are considered 
experts in the business field, it just won’t work. 

Sound business practice can only be approximated in 
the operation of municipalities, which is why there is a 
field for professional administrators, three of whom 
have served Andover since 1958. 

As for the Harbinger House report, let us start with 
the assumption that consultants are generally retained 
by municipalities to provide information or solutions to 
problems you already know but don’t wish to be respon- 
sible for. 

In this case the selectmen were desirous, we assume, 
of restructuring town government in a way which would 
be conducive to good feeling among the upper echelon of 
the community’s administration. 

To suggest, however, that Andover needs another ad- 
ministrative aide is at best an unnecessary recommen- 
dation at this time. 

While several jobs were suggested in the report, such 
as personnel director, purchasing agent, data process- 
ing specialist, in some cases deputies to deputy town 
managers, the board in its wisdom decided no new ad- 
ministrators at this time. : 

A central purchasing agent would be hired, the board 
concluded, but the other recommendations of the con- 
sultants would be by-passed for the present. 

But the danger remains that there are positions con- 
tained in the report which can be referred to at a later 
date, either by present or future administrators or 
selectmen. 

As for the central purchasing agent, the suggestion 
has merit, but wait! 

Andover’s charter prevents the manager, or his 
designee (purchasing agent) from procuring textbooks 
or professional materials for the school department. 

This being a major portion of the town’s budget 
beyond the salary portion, we can hardly visualize the 
saving of the purchasing agent’s salary in the purchase 
of light bulbs and paper towels for the town. 

Other major purchases are in the area of pipe, 
probably clothing for the public safety department, 
paper and stationery for municipal offices, thus good 


bidding practice, confined to existing staff could 
probably realize some savings there. 

As for-such positions as a data processing specialist 
and a building maintenance engineer for the town, there 
exists the major problem of attempting unsuccessfully 
to unite the school and town governments under one 
beneficial roof. 

Each has its own fiefdom, and no one shall ever 
trespass, as has been evidenced in recent years and 
even more recently in the decision to allow the school 
department to retain a maintenance engineer to ex- 
amine its school building problems. 

Money was appropriated at a town meeting to provide 
for a maintenance engineer for the municipal buildings 
and grounds. It was to be a shared position between the 
town and school departments. 

But, when the time came to agree on assignment and 
supervision of such a person, the school department was 
not about to give up its control over such things as 
custodians, routine maintenance, etc. 

Thus, the selectmen, in recognition of a problem ex- 
isting in establishment of priorities for getting the 


‘school buildings in proper condition, allowed the school 


committee to handle the position on their own. 

The idea was that the position may phase itself out in 
a reasonable period of time. A laugh and a half - - since 
when do municipal employees leave the payroll once 
placed? 

Data processing has been bandied about for the past 
several years. 

The school department at one point wanted a com- 
puter specialist of its own, with the possibility of len- 
ding such a person to the town. Town meeting rejected 
the idea. Later, the voters allowed a data processing 
specialist position to be shared jointly. 

We trust that this position, as well as the maintenance 
engineer, may have been the harbinger of Harbinger 
House, in an effort to easily incorporate the position 
into the town-school complex. 

It didn’t work. 

And the money remains around for the position, with 
no apparent move toward creating the position, or 
recognizing whether such a position is needed or not. 

We must conclude therefore that the work of the con- 
sultants was a waste of time and money for all it was in- 
tended to accomplish. 

We could further conclude that Andover’s govern- 
ment is operating about as efficiently as a municipal 
corporation can, given the laws and mechanics under 
which a town must operate.

working on the medical elec- 
tronics products of the Hewlett- 
Packard operation. 

The town’s portion of the in- 
dustrial development in West 
Andover is completed. 

The town agreed at the 1973 
town meeting to provide a trunk 
sewer line to the area, and after 
the building permit was award- 
ed to H-P for construction a 
year ago, the town proceeded 
with the installation of the $2.5 
million line to hook up with the 
Lawrence trunk line. 

This project brings the utility 
line to the industrial park 
property, with H-P providing 
the tie-in to the trunk. 

Public Works Director 
Robert E. McQuade reports 
this week that the tie-in line is 
just about completed. 

For Hewlett-Packard to 
locate here represents almost a 
four-year period of negotiation 
with the town and the construe- 
tion phase of the project. 

The intent to locate here was 
made by H-P and 
Arkwright/Boston Insurance 
Co., owners of the West An- 
dover Industrial land, formerly 
the Shattuck farm property. 


meeting, H-P and Arkwright 
agreed to some demands from 
conservation groups to insure 
access to open space and 


recreation areas on the shores 
of the Merrimack River. 

Road improvements had to be 
assured by the town. 

Some discussions followed 


concerning the type of fencing 


H-P planned for security of its 
property. 

Covenants were drawn up to 
protect the open space land. 

The selectmen refused to 
budge on taking action on the 
awarding permit, with fears 
growing that the funds 
available would not be suf- 
ficient to cover the cost of the 
new sewer line. 

Both the insurance firm. and 
H-P agreed to assist the town in 
the financing of the bonds for 
the sewer construction, thus 
relieving the town of some in- 
terest costs.
